Yo ur Life 
And Mine

WHEN WORDS FAIL I S 
It is no accident that sensitive 
souls 
always 
resort 
to silence 
whenever they stand b efore a great 
canvas, or look out upon a land­ 
scape of b reath-taking b eauty, or 
drink in the golden glory of a sun­ 
set as it spreads its multi-colored 
magnificence across the vast ex ­ 
panse of the western sky. An at­ 
tempt to ex press our deep inner 
feelings in words at such times 
would b e futile. When all is said 
and done, words can only touch the 
merest fringes of ex perience. They 
never can do more than hint at the 
great realities of heart and soul. 
Sometimes words are almost de­ 
manded of us in moments when we 
are 
deeply 
touched, and would 
much prefer to remain silent. At 
such times, 
knowing the inade­ 
q uacy of the words we utter, we 
feel uncomfortab le. 
One of the 
most 
gracious speeches 
I have 
ever heard was made b y Princess 
Beatrix of the Netherlands during 
her b rief visit to this country last 
Septemb er. Among other things, in 
responding to Mayor Wagner's wel­ 
come to Now York, she said that 
“Thank You” were words far too 
small and impotent to ex press how 
she felt ab out all of the kindnesses 
that had b een shown to her b y 
our people. 
I suppose one of the truest tests 
of gratitude is how we feel ab out 
the adeq uacy of the words we use 
to ex press it. Our rituals of thanks­ 
giving can he a 
farce. 
If our 
litanies seem adeq uate, if our cere­ 
monies seem sufficient to ex press 
our thanks to God for His b ound­ 
less mercies to us, then wo can 
b e sure our gratitude docs not go 
very deep. Shakespeare reminds us 
“how 
sharper 
than a serpent’s 
tooth, it is to have a thankless 
child.” But one thing, at least, is 
worse; and that is to have a child 
that ex presses a thanks in words, 
or rituals, which he does not feel. 
Prob ab ly the worst hypocrisy is to 
stage a gratitude which does not 
spring from a reality in the heart. 
Pretending to thank is inex cusab le. 
Better far to omit the thanksgiving 
entirely than to utter words which 
have no deep inner feeling ab out 
things to hack them up. There is 
always the danger in rituals that 
we shall 
make 
the mistake of 
thinking that they are wonderfully 
adeq uate. Rituals are healthy and 
serviceab le only when we see them 
for that they are—a hint of realities 
that words are helpless to describ e. 
It is good that we have a Thanks­ 
giving Day. Not that we thereb y 
repay God for all of our thank­ 
less living during the year. But, 
rightly employed, it should sen e 
to alert us to the smallness and 
impotence of those 
two 
words, 
“Thank 
You,” 
to 
ex ppress 
the 
inner feelings of a truly grateful 
heart.

And the info rmatio n was that this 
will be acco mplished in the fo reseeable fu­ 
ture. 
If the Premier is co rrect, he will have 
pro duced a miracle o f the first water- 
U. S. News & Wo rld Repo rt has summed 
up co mparative data, based o n o fficial 
so urces, co ncerning pay and o utput here 
and in the So viet Unio n. Highlights: 
Average U. S. facto ry pay is $4,7 00— 
in Russia it is abo ut $1,000, based o n buy ­ 
ing po wer. The average American farmer 
pro duces eno ugh fo r himself and 20 o thers, 
with much to spare as the huge farm sur­ 
pluses pro ve, while the average Russian 
farmer pro duces eno ugh fo r himself and 
o nly fo ur ethers, with no thing to spare. 
And the o utput o f the U. S. facto ry wo rker 
is 2 1 j to three times that o f his So viet 
equivalent. 
The magazine say s: “ So the Khrushchev 
pro blem bo ils do wn to this: inefficient farm­ 
ing, meaning a limited supply o f wo rkers 
fo r o ther jo bs . . . a sho rtage o f mo dern 
equipment, as well as manpo wer, fo r no n­ 
farm pro ductio n . . . low* pro ductivity o f the 
wo rk fo rce . . . defense needs that strain 
the co untry 's capacity to pro duce.” 
Capitalism, with its co mpetitio ns, its in­ 
centives, its freedo ms and o ppo rtunities fo r 
all, has do ne mo re go o d things fo r mo re 
peo ple than any o ther sy stem ever devised 
by man- 


IF PEACE EVER COMES 
So me cy nics have o bserved that this 
co untry co uld hardly affo rd a change fo r 
the better in the wo rld situatio n that wo uld 
make po ssible massive cuts in military and 
related spending. 
The eco no my is so de­ 
pendent o n $40 billio n plus defense budgets, 
the argument runs, that a terrific depres­ 
sio n wo uld result. 
Natio n’s Business has go ne into the 
matter, and co mes up with an utterly differ­ 
ent view. It say s that the results o f a so ft­ 
ening o f co ld war pressures wo uld, amo ng 
o ther things, include: A rise in co nsumer 
spending far ex ceeding the cut in defense 
spending; a terrific upsurge in spending fo r 
new plants and equipment; mo re inco me 
fo r every o ne to spend and-invest; higher 
living standards, lo wer tax es and a larger 
labo r fo rce. 
It adds that so me industries and indi­ 
viduals wo uld be hurt tempo rarily —"But 
so o n these industries and all the rest o f us 
wo uld be wo ndering ho w we ever paid 
such high tax es and denied o uselves so 
many o f the benefits o ur pro ductive capaci­ 
ty makes po ssible.” 
No o ne kno ws when, if ever, it will be 
po ssible to cut the defense budget. But if 
that happy day ever arrives, there w ill be 
no justificatio n fo r a “ peace scare.” Peace 
is the best thing that can happen to any 
natio n.

HEADERS’ ( itI D E S 
Some time1 ag o, seeking inform ation, I turned 
to “R eaders’ Guide to Periodical L iterature" lor 
an index and noted th at certain publications w ere 
om itted. Those left out happened to be fav orites 
of mine and they w ere on w hat I would consider 
my side of the fence. To me th a t m eant that if a 
hig h school or colleg e student w ere seeking the 
conserv ativ e side of an arg um ent, to w rite an 
essay or p rep a re a debate, he would hav e no in­ 
dex to it. I selected the "N ational Rev iew" as an 
instance and searched for a m ention of it and 
found none. 
. 
The “N ational Rev iew" is a substantial publi­ 
cation, continuously issued and contains adeq uate 
articles on the conserv ativ e side of current q ues­ 
tions. By any standard, it should be in an index 
to current periodical literature. It is, in fact, the 
only conserv ativ e publication which has appeared 
reg ularly for enoug h y ears to accept its p erm a­ 
nence. 
So I w rite to the publishers of th e index , the 
H. W. Wilson Com pany , and hav e receiv ed from' 
Edwin B. Colburn, the following ex planation: 
“All of the periodicals index ed in the R E A D ­ 
E R S ’ G U ID E a re selected by v ote of the subscrib­ 
ers to that index ; none by us. Most of the sub­ 
scribers. of course, are libraries—public, colleg e, 
and school. W e are currently hav ing the assist­ 
ance of a C om m ittee of the A m erican Library As­ 
sociation who are m aking a series of studies of 
all of our periodical index es and their cov erag e. 
You will find a list of these index es and related 
serv ices to libraries at the bottom of this le tte r­ 
head. This C om m ittee inv ites sug g estions from 
th e subscribers and from oth er sources concern­ 
ing titles which should be considered for the in­ 
dex being studied. F rom these a v oting list is p re­ 
pared and sent to all subscribers. T heir v otes de­ 
term ine 
which 
periodicals 
are 
to 
be index ed. 
These studies and polls are conducted at interv als 
of sev eral y ears." 
P resum ably ev ery org anization has to e sta b­ 
lish some sy stem to do its work. On the other 
hand, an index , to be of v alue, m ust be complete. 
It m ust cov er the field fully . In this instance, the 
particular index in q uestion is widely used by s tu­ 
dents in the p reparation of them es, essay s, de­ 
bates. etc. It is also used by persons eng ag ed in 
such professions as mine who search for the p rint­ 
ed word. T he assum ption m ust be that it is a c­ 
curate and complete. F or g enerations *he "R ead­ 
e rs’ Guide to Periodical L ite ra ture ” has been re ­ 
g arded as accurate, com plete and as sure as the 
11th 
edition 
of 
the 
Ency clopaedia 
Britannica. 
which cam e p retty close to perfection. To be com ­ 
plete, it may not omit any periodical published in 
this country of any durability . 
Probably the cost of paper and printing or the 
pressures of the times led the publishers to set 
up this com plicated sy stem of determ ining which 
m ag azine deserv es mention, but it m ay bo th a t 
w hat one seeks is in a publication which this 
C om m ittee eith er ig nores or dislikes or is ig norant 
of. Does any one read ev ery periodical published 
in the United S tates? Yet the most v aluable a r ­ 
ticles m ay be published n obscure ones. 
L ibrarians are bound to know the outsides of 
books and m ag azines. W hen it comes to the in­ 
sides. they , like so m any oth e r humans, limit 
them selv es to reading rev iews. F or some y ears, 
while at hig h-school, I worked as a stock-boy in 
a branch of the New York Public Library . It w as 
back in those dark day s w hen y oung folks could 
w ork their w ay throug h hig h school as well as 
colleg e. The job was pleasant and the salary cam e 
to $2.50 a w eek which was g ood money then for 
this kind of w ork althoug h today , it would hardly 
pay for any thing , the dollar hav ing shrunk in 
v alue. 
On this job, I learned m uch about books and 
periodicals from a practical standpoint. All kinds 
passed throug h my hands, as they did throug h a 
librarian’s bands. Somehow, one knew w hat was 
inside the book because of the classification ac ­ 
cording to the Dewey decimal sy stem, ev en w ith ­ 
out reading it. W hen it came to the insides, th ere 
were, of course, librarians who read and librar- I 
ians who did not read. And I should imag ine the j 
sam e is true today , men and wom en being w hat 
they are. In fact, reading on this job was a kind j 
of featherbedding ; 
when a stock-boy was too 
tired, he seized a book and read it am ong the j 
shelv es. 
Surely th e conserv ativ e side of current q ues- j 
tions req uires as much attention as the radical or 
liberal sides or as those publications which take j 
no sides at all but publish sundry articles by in­ 
ex pert 
persons about nothing particularly sig ­ 
nificant and which women read while the sleeping j 
pill takes effect. On sim ilar occasions men prefer 
m urder.
